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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Firstly, the amendments contain a clean copy of Claim 4 and a marked-up copy of Claim 5 but do not contain 
a marked-up copy of Claim 4 and clean copy of Claim 5. Therefore, the amendments do not comply with 37 CFR 1.121. 
Secondly, the amendments introduce a plane for disposing the spring flat plates, which is neither shown in the drawings nor described in 
the specification. Each of the spring plates contain a base end connecting portion, an intermediate portion, a branch portion and a head 
end connecting portion, which are in different planes.
